Over all we do not know how you 
might rate this season's television 
shows as compared to past years 
but at least this season has brought 
us some memorable moments. 
First there was the outstanding 
production of “Give 'em Hell 
Harry'' and then the eight nights of 
“Roots." 
It took a lot of courage for the 
American Broadcasting Company 
to spend the kind of money it took to 
produce “Roots" and then run it 
for eight consecutive nights. But, 
apparently it paid off as they set all 
kinds of records in the ratings. 
And to think this is the same 
network that gives you Barbara 
Walters and Howard Cosell. And if 
that is not enough their local af­ 
filiate, KTXS, also offers you Bob 
Izzard. Boy, now if that is not a 
winning combination. 


We can sympathize with those 
folks back east for the kind of 
weather they are having this year 
up to a point. And we reach that 
point pretty quickly when they 
start complaining about running 
out of natural gas and heating fuel. 
Then all of a sudden we remember 
that they are buying our gas 
cheaper than we can and refuse to 
permit wells to be drilled on the 
east coast 
and w on't 
allow 
refineries to be built. 
For some reason the thought 
keeps coming to mind that when 
Texas joined the Union it reserved 
the right to either divide into five 
states or secede. The thought of 
seceding looks better all the time. 
While the nation and the other 49 
states seem to be getting deeper 
and deeper in debt every year, 
Texas has a surplus. This is 
because Texans have demanded 
that their state government stay on 
a “Pay As You Go" basis. We 
either raise the taxes to pay for 
something we want or need or else 
we do without. 
For many reasons Texas is cur­ 
rently the fastest growing state in 
the Union. P art of this is because of 
our natural resources and part of it 
is because of fiscal responsibility. 
Just think if we were an inde­ 
pendent nation we could put a tax 
on all of our gas and oil leaving our 
borders and make it bring the same 
price that the Arabs get for theirs. 
We might get enough taxes that 
way so that we would not even have 
to tax the oil and gas that stayed 
here for our own use. 
According to Texas Chamber of 
Commerce Figures we will pay $24 
billion dollars in Federal taxes this 
year. Just look at all the services 
we could provide Texans with that 
kind of money.

LaiTy Butler, principal of 
elementary school is re­ 
questing the names and birth

“Many parents not having 
children already in school 
have not furnished this in­ 
formation, and the need for it 
is vital. Please call 578-3191 to 
report census information on 
your children,’’ he urged. 
Hamlin elementary school 
has an Early Childhood class 
for children age three and 
four years who might ex­ 
perience a motor, hearing, 
sight, or learning difficulty; 
hence the need for the names 
and ages of three and four 
year old children. Please call 
576-3191 to report your child 
that is in this age group, he 
said. 
There is also a pre­ 
kindergarten for four and five 
year old children whose 
parents are forced to move 


often because of job op­ 
portunities. These children 
are being helped to achieve 
the necessary skills to place 
them on an equal basis with 
other starting kindergarten 
children. Because of these 
programs and others in the 
planning stages, the school 
urges all 
parents with 
children under 5 years of age 
to call 576-3191 and give the 
needed census information. 
All children enrolling for 
the coming school year will 
need to have a state birth 
certificate (notthe certificate 
issued by the hospital at time 
of birth); a complete im­ 
munization record showing 
three DPT booster shots, 
three polio and booster, a 
measles and rubella shot; 
and a social security number. 


All children in need of im­ 
munizations may go to the 
City Hall building each third 
Thursday from 9:30 to 11:00 
and receive their immuniza­ 
tions free of charge. 


Principal Butler said, “We 
also urpe all parents of in­ 
coming pre-school children to 
bring their children’s birth 
certificate, immunization 
record and social security 
number to the Elementary 
School office for recording. 
Also, we urge parents with 
any pre-school child to call 
576-3191 and give us the in­ 
fo* a»ation on your child so he 
will not miss out on any 
programs or classes that 
might be available to make 
their beginning school an 
easier process.”

1. Check soil moisture 
conditions around newly 
transplanted plants. Water 
only when needed, don’t keep 
soil saturated. 
2. Complete any necessary 
pruning of established hybrid 
tea and floribunda roses. 
Delay pruning climbing roses 
until after the peak of spring 
bloom. 
3. Complete dormant prun­ 
ing of evergreens and sum­ 
mer flowering shrubs. Delay 
pruning spring flowering 
plants until after they flower. 
4. Seeds to sow in protected 
flats or hot beds for trans­ 
planting 
later 
include: 
Aster, Candlestick trees, 
Coleus, Cosmos, Petunias, 
Geranium and Periwinkle. 
5. Aphids can be a problem 
on young tender growth. 
Control with Malathion or 
Diazinon. 
6. Give pansies another 
light application of fertilizer. 
7. 
Keep 
those boxes, 
blankets and other materials 
handy to protect tender 
plants from an unexpected 
cold spell.
